HEALTH OF THE INSTITUTION.

THE KENDALL SCHOOL. 

The building spoken of in our last report as nearly finished was com¬ 
pleted and occupied in December. It affords ample accommodations 
for all the school work of our primary department, and will not need to 
be enlarged for a number of years. 

THE LABORATORY AND SHOP BUiLDING. 

Congress at the session closed in August made an appropriation of 
$8,000 for the erection of a laboratory and shop building. This sum, 
together with an available balance on hand for building purposes, has 
been nearly expended in the erection of the building above alluded to. 
In this building, which is 50 by 30 feet, and four stories high, there will 
be assay furnaces, an engine-room, a working laboratory, and chemical 
lecture-room on the two lower floors for the college, with ample space 
on the two upper floors for several new industries, by engaging in 
which the boys of our Kendall School will derive great practical ad¬ 
vantages.

The following estimates for the service of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 18S8, have already been submitted : 

For the support of the institution, including salaries and incidental 
expenses, and for books and illustrative apparatus, for general repairs 
and improvements, $55,000. 

For the improvement of the grounds, including pavements near the 
new buildings for the Kendall School and the laboratory and shop budd¬ 
ings, $1,700. 

Also the following for the current fiscal year: 

For current expenses for the year ending June 30, 1887, in addition 
to the amount already appropriated, $2,500. 

The first estimate is the same amount as has been submitted for the 
last five years. 

The second estimate is to provide for certain much-needed improve¬ 
ments on the grounds, especially to complete a roadway leading from 
the main group of buildings to the farm, and to complete the surround¬ 
ings of the two new buildings recently erected. 

The third estimate is to cover a deficiency occasioned by the cutting 
down of our estimate for current expenses for this year. 

It will be remembered that in our last Annual lleport mention was 
made of the fact that the cost of providing for the education of the im¬ 
becile children of the District out of our current-expense fund had be¬ 
come so great as to make it necessary either to increase the amount of 
our appropriations or to relieve our institution of that responsibility 
and provide a separate appropriation for the education of imbeciles. 

Congress acted on our suggestion and made a separate appropriation 
of $2,500, but diminished our current-expense appropriation in precisely 
that amount, thus actually requiring this institution to do what we had 
said in advance it was not able to do. It is hoped that Congress will 
see the justice of making up this deficiency. 
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CONVENTION OF TEACHERS. 

By direction of the board the president of the college and the prin¬ 
cipal of the Kendall School represented the institution as official dele¬ 
gates in the Eleventh Convention of American Instructors of the Deaf, 
held at Berkeley, Cal., July 15-21. 

ADMISSION OF YOUNG WOMEN TO THE COLLEGE. 


Among the papers presented at the California convention was a com¬ 
munication from a very bright deaf young lady, urging that the doors 
of our college be opened to those of her sex. 

A communication on the same subject, and urging the same action, 
has been lately addressed to the president of the college by the West¬ 
ern Association of Collegiate Alumnae, meeting at Indianapolis on the 
22d of May last. This latter communication urges with much force that 
deaf young women ought to be permitted to share in the advantages 
afforded by the bounty of Congress for higher education to the deaf 
young men of the country. 

The faculty of the college favor the admission of young women, at 
least as an experiment. 

Their presence in the college would entail no increased cost for in¬ 
struction, which is the most considerable item of expense in carrying on 
the college. 

The board of directors are disposed to take this subject into very 
serious consideration; and while they are not prepared to make a dell- 
nite recommendation in this report, they respectfully ask the attention 
of Congress to the matter, as deserving of favorable action in the near 
future. 

All of which is respectfully submitted, by order of the board of di¬ 
rectors.

APPENDIX. 

IJXEXCISES OF PRESENTATION DAT. 


The exercises of tho twenty-second anniversary of the college took place in the 
chapel of tho institution on the afternoon of Wednesday, May 5. 

A letter was received from the Secretary of State expressing the regrets of Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland and himself at being unable to he present owing to tho pressure of 
public business. 

The occasion was honored by tho prosonce of Chief-Justice Waite, members of tho 
Senate and llouso of Representatives, mombers of the diplomatic corps, and officers 
of sister institutions of learning. 

Tho exercises were opened with prayer by Rev. W. H. Milbnrn, D. D., Chaplain of 
tho House of Representatives. 

Tho essays of tho graduating class wero as follows: 

Dissertation: Labor and Capital. Albert Borg, Indiana. 

Oration: 77ie Representative American 1’oct. James Henry Cloud, Illinois. 

Oration : Civilization in the Middle Ages. Charles Orvis Dantzer, Indiana.

Oration: Thomas Gray. John Henry Dundon, New York. 

Oration: The Known and the Unknown. Olof Hanson, Minnesota. 

At tho conclusion of the addresses tho members of the graduating class were pre¬ 
sented, by tho president of the collego, to tho board of directors as candidates for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

The president of tho college then introduced tho Hon. John A. Jameson, of Chicago, 
who addressed tho graduating class. 


CONVENTION OF TEACHERS IN CALIFORNIA. 

This meeting was on several accounts tho most important and interesting gathering 
of teachers of the deaf ever hold in America. Tho largest in membership and repre¬ 
senting tho greatest number of schools, while at tho samo time farthest removed from 
tho center of population, tho discussions of this body were fall of interest to those who 
took tho pains to cross tho continent for the sake of taking part in them or listening to 
them. A feature of especial value was tho conducting of normal sections by experienced 
teachers, in which the younger members of the profession had an opportunity of gain¬ 
ing lunch from their elders. 

A deaf teacher of high standing, connected with a prominent Western school, writes 
so justly of the harmonious spirit which characterized the proceedings that his words 
deserve to be cjnoted. In tho International Rocord of Charities and Corrections ho 
says : 

“ The proceedings were marked by an unusual degree of harmony. The conflict of 
theories and methods which has occupied so much of the time and attention of pre¬ 
vious conventions was almost wholly absent. It was unanimously agreed that like 
other people tho deaf differ widely in their mental and physical conditions, and there¬ 
fore methods of instruction differing as widely are necessary for the highest develop¬ 
ment of tho class. 

“The war between the two prominent systems of instruction, the ‘manual’ and 
the ‘oral,’ which has been carried on so vigorously for many years, may bo said to 
be practically ended, not through tho victory of one side or the othor, but through 
the better understanding of each other’s methods and results. Discussions between 
men actuated only by philanthropic purposes and upon matters in which selfish in¬ 
terest does not enter, lead to cordial recognition of whatever strength there may exist 
in each other’s position, and the yielding of untenable points until they find them¬ 
selves occupying common ground. Such has been tho outcome of the long controversy 
upon the oral vs. tho manual method. Tho method of the future is tho ‘ combined,’ 
or ‘American,’ method, in which tho best features of both systems are incorporated. 
This method is outlined in papers read at the Berkeley convention by Dr. G. O. Fay, 
of Hartford, and Prof. A. L. E. Crontor, of Philadelphia, and covered by resolutions 
introduced by Dr. E. M. Gallaudet. of Washington, and adopted without'a dissenting 
voice.” 
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The following are tho resolutions alluded to: 

“Whereas tlio exporiencoof many years in tho instruction of tho doaf has plainly 
shown that among tho members of this class'of persons groat differences exist in men¬ 
tal and physical condition and in capacity for improvement, making results easily pos¬ 
sible in certain oases which are practically and often nctually unattainable in others, 
these differences suggesting very widely different treatment with different individu¬ 
als, it is, therefore, 

Ilesolred , That tho system of instruction existing at present in America commends 
itself to the world for tho reason that its toudoncy is to include all known methods 
and expedients which havo been found to bo of valno in the education of tho deaf, 
while it allows diversity and independence of action, working at the same time har¬ 
moniously and aiming at tho attainment of a common object by all. 

Resolved, That earnest and persistent endeavors should be made in every school for 
the deaf to teach every pupil to speak and read from tho lips, and that such efforts 
should only be abandoned when it. is plainly evident that tho measure of success at¬ 
tainable is so small ns not to justify the necessary amount of labor.” 

Tho last resolution, on motion of Professor Elmendorf, of New York, was amended 
so as to include the statement that “children should be committed to experienced 
teachors,” and by Professor Gillespie so us to include tho statement that “ those ca¬ 
pable of instruction by tho car should be instructed aurally.” 

Besides the delegates sent from this institution by vote of tho Board, Professors 
Porter, Fay, Chickeriug, and Hotchkiss, of tho college faculty: Mr. J. J. Chickering, 
our instructor in gymnastics; Mr. Bryant, our instructor in art; Mr. Kicsel, of tho Ken¬ 
dall School, and Miss Allen, our assistant matron, attended the convention. Messrs. 
Fay, Denison, J. J. Chickering, and Kifisel contributed papers. 

It is due.to the management of the California Institution for tho Deaf and Dumb 
and tho Blind to say that the entire convention, consisting of more than two hundred 
and twenty-five members, was most hospitably entertained by the institution for over 
a week. Every possible attention was paid to tho delegates, and tho unwearying kind¬ 
ness of tho accomplished principal, Professor Wilkinson, and of his charming wifoand 
daughter, with the courtesy of all the officers of tho institution, not to speak of tho 
cordial welcome of many in Berkeley not directly connected with tho institution, 
will over bo gratefully remembered by all who woro so fortunate as to bo present at 
this memorable meeting. Tho value of such gatherings to the profession of teachers 
of tho deaf can hardly be overestimated. They not only impart much direct instruc¬ 
tion ; they furnish recreation; they arouso enthusiasm; they encourage drooping 
spirits; thoy leave delightful memories; they strengthen friendships; they even lead 
to the formation of nearer tics than those of mere friendship ; teachers go’uway from 
them with added confidence in themselves, with greater satisfaction in their work, 
with increased respect for their profession. 

Boards of direction would do well to encourage their teachers to attend those meet¬ 
ings, even by tho offer of pecuniary assistance towards defraying traveling expenses.

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REGULATIONS. 

I. Tho academic year is divided into three terms, the first beginning on the Thurs¬ 
day boforo the last Thursday in September, and closing on tho21th of December; the 
second beginning tho 2d of January, and closing the last of March; the third be¬ 
ginning tho 1st of April, and closing tho Wednesday before the last Wednesday in 
June. 

II. The vacations are from the 24tli of December to the 2d of January, and from the 
Wednesday before the last Wednesday in June to the Thursday before the last Thurs¬ 
day in September. 

III. There are holidays at Thanksgiving, Washington’s Birthday, Easter, and Deco¬ 
ration Day. 

IV. The pupils may visit their homes during the regular vacat ions and at the above- 
named holidays, but, at no other time, unless for some special, urgent reason, and 
then only by permission of tho president. 

V. Tho bills for the maintenance and tuition of pupils supported by their friends 
must bo paid semi-annually, in advance. 

VI. Tho chargo for pay pupils is $150 each per annum. This sum covers all ex¬ 
penses in tho primary department except clothing, and all in tho eollege except cloth¬ 
ing and hooks. 

VII. The Government of the United States defrays the expenses of those who re¬ 
side in tho District, of Columbia, or whose parents are in the Army or Navy, provided 
they are unable to pay for their education. To students from tho States and Terri¬ 
tories who have not the means of delraying all tho expenses of the college course tho 
board of directors renders such assistance as circumstances seem to require, ns far as 
tho means at its disposal for this object will allow. 

VIII. It is expected that the friends of the pupils will provide them with clothing, 
and it is important that upon entering or returning to the institution they should bo 
supplied with a sufficient amount for an entire year. All clothing should bo plainly 
marked with the owner’s name. 

IX. All letters concerning pupils or applications for admission should be nddressod 
to the pro •ident. 

X. Tho institution is open to visitors during term time on Thursdays only, between 
tho hours of 10 a. in. and 11 p. m. Visitors are admitted to chapel services on Sunday 
afternoons at a quarter past J o’clock. 

XI. Congress lias maoo provision for tho education, at public expense, of the indi¬ 
gent blind and tho indigent feeble-minded of teachable nge belonging to the District 
of Columbia.
